Thomas Ford was tho seventh gov- 


ernor of Illinois, having been elected to 
that position in August, 184:). 
He was 


the candidate on the Democratic ticket, 
Ins opponent being ex Governor Hun- 
can, the nominee of the Whig party.— 
Ho was elected by a majority of 8,1100, 
the total vote being X;i,l)00. 


Tho circuiQHtances of Kurd's candi- 


dacy were somewhat peculiar.

Democratic c invention mot in Decem- 


ber, 
1K41, und nominated A. W. Snyder, 


of St. Cluir enmity, but that gentleman 
sickened iinrl died before the election, 
and Mr. Ford, then one of the Associate 
Justices on the Supreme, Iteiich, was 
selected to fill the vacancy. 
Tho cam- 


paign was a heated one, but Ford w.is 
wise enough to prcxerM! a discreet si- 
lence on tho exciting subjects which 
entered into the campaign, and probably 
in this way secured hisi election, while 
Illinois secured one of the best <!ov- 
ernors she has ever had. It' any one 
will lake the trouble to read the histo- 
ry of Illinois from 1812 to IStfi, he 
will appreciate the services of <Jovcrnor 
Ford to the state, anil also tho solid 
alulity of tho man. 


Uovcrnor Ford was born in Pennsyl- 


vania in 1SOO, but at an early age was 
brought by a widowed mother to Illi- 
nois, where ho grew up to manhood. 
His education, like hix means, was lim- 
ited, and lie read law whilo teaching 
school fur a livelihood. lie was a good 
lawyer and an able jurist. Prior to his 
election as Judge ho held tho office of 
Prosecuting Attorney, liy the appoint- 
ment of Governor Kdwards, and was 
re-appointed by Governor Reynolds. 
He was twice elected Circuit Judge, 
\ and afterwards elected to tUc Supreme

Anecdote told by tho lato Kmperor 


S'apolcon: -'Once upon a time, before 
[ was I'redident of the Republic, Thiers 
and Molo iovitod me to dine with them 
at the houso of the former. 
'We shall 


be by ourselves,' said Tillers; 'oomo a 
little early; wo will go up stairs to my 
room and meet Mole, who will bo there, 
and we can talk over sotno important 
matters.' 
I went, and ascended in duo 


course to M. Thiert' snuggery, which, 
as you know, was at tho top of tho 
home. 
He took the right side of the 


fire-placo and Mole the left; I sat be- 
tween them, waiting for the grave 
communications that two persons of 
such consequence niunt have to make to 
me. Thiers began the conversation. He 
drew a picture of modern society, in 
which he strove to show that tho civil 
element predominated and even essen- 
tially characterized it. 
Passing from 


the character of society to that which 
leaders and rulers of men were bound 
to adopt to be in harmony therewith, 
ho expressed himself aa strongly of 
opinion that ft ruler should repudiate 
all military appearances. 
'You will,' 


he continued, 'be most certainly eleva- 
ted to tho 1'residency of the Republic. 
Now, in order to put jouraclf in keep- 
ing with the actual htate and tendency 
of society, Mole and 1 think you eliould 
eut 
off your nmstaclicH. 
If 
he or I 


were elected wo would not think of
